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President’s  Report

In  attempting  to  in  any  degree  of  efficiency  carry  on  the  work 
which  for  seventeen  years  was  so  ably  directed  by  our  former  President, 
Mrs.  May  Gwin  H.  Eaton,  we  must  acknowledge  that  only  with  faith 
in  a directing  Providence  could  we  even  make  an  attempt  to  take  up 
the  i ask  which  her  failing  health  made  necessary  that  she  lay  down.  The 
wonderful  growth  of  Warren  General  Hospital  during  her  administra- 
tion is  due  in  a large  measure  to  Mrs.  Eaton’s  faithful,  devoted,  effici- 
ent leadership.  Believing  the  work  to  be  one  that  is  dear  to  the  heart 
of  Him  who  said  to  His  disciples  “He  who  would  be  greatest  among 
you,  let  him  be  servant  of  all,”  she  was  at  all  times  ready  to  give 
without  stint  of  her  time  and  talent — always  with  a faith  that  over- 
comes all  obstacles.  Our  community  owes  a debt  of  appreciation  and 
gratitude  to  Mrs.  Eaton  for  a service  which  will  be  hard  to  ecpial  and 
doubtless  never  surpassed.  And  this  is  the  only  compensation  she  has 
ever  received  for  the  years  of  service  rendered. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  June,  1927,  a number  of  changes  were 
made  in  the  Charter  and  By-Laws,  among  which  was  one  to  include 
the  men  of  the  former  Finance  Committee  and  two  physicians  in  the 
Managing  Board,  calling  the  body  of  twenty-one  members,  the  Board 
of  Directors.  The  regular  monthly  meetings  have  been  held,  and  one 
special  one.  Several  difficult  matters  have  been  adjusted,  we  trust,  in  a 
manner  that  is  best  for  the  welfare  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  How- 
ever, we  feel  that  it  is  unfortunate  that  more  of  the  new  members  of 
the  Board  have  not  attended  the  regular  meetings,  for  only  through 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  work  can  efficient  direction  be  given. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  helpful  support  of  all  who  have 
in  any  way  co-operated  in  maintaining  a thoroughly  helpful  service  to 
those  who  have  needed  it.  Especially  do  we  acknowledge  the  loyal, 
efficient  and  tireless  efforts  of  our  devoted  Superintendent,  Miss  L.  Mae 
Priddle,  without  which  the  work  must  needs  have  suffered  many  times. 
She  is  at  all  times  kind  and  courteous,  maintaining  her  professional 
dignity  under  trying  conditions,  and  Warren  General  Hospital  is  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  been  privileged  to  have  her  service  the  past  year. 

In  October,  the  Superintendent,  Dietician  and  the  President  were 
privileged  to  attend  the  convention  of  the  National  Hospital  Association 
in  Minneapolis,  which  included  a day  in  Rochester,  Minn.,  as  the  guests 
of  the  Mayo  Clinic.  Many  helpful  suggestions  received  at  this  time

have  been  carried  into  effect  in  the  work  here  during  the  year.  One 
worthy  of  mention  is  the  rearrangement  of  the  diet  kitchen,  which  has 
enabled  us  to  give  the  instruction  here  that  formerly  had  to  be  given 
at  the  High  School.  And  a second  one  was  the  realization  that  our 
insurance  policies  needed  readjustment,  which  has  been  most  thoroughly 
accomplished — largely  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  D.  L.  Gerould.  We 
wish  to  express  our  gratitude  for  the  time  and  thought  so  generously 
given  to  this  important  bit  of  work.  Miss  Anderson,  our  splendid 
dietician,  brought  back  many  helpful  ideas  which  she  is  passing  on  to 
our  girls  in  training.  We  are  indeed  favored  in  her  services. 

Miss  Reed  took  up  the  work  of  Instructress  of  Nurses  September 
10th,  and  has  proved  most  efficient  in  the  position.  Several  of  our 
physicians  have  very  generously  given  of  their  time  in  the  class  work  on 
special  subjects.  To  them  and  to  Mr.  Deardorff  we  would  express  our 
grateful  appreciation.  Dr.  Hamblin  Eaton,  of  the  State  Hospital  staff, 
has  given  time  and  instruction  to  our  girls  which  otherwise  they  could 
not  have  received.  We  appreciate  the  kindly  interest  that  prompted 
such  a service. 

We  are  continuing  to  send  our  girls  in  groups  of  three  to  Western 
Reserve  Training  School  for  Nurses  for  special  training  in  Pediatrics 
and  contagious  diseases.  The  general  health  of  our  School  has  been 
reasonably  good  the  past  year.  On  May  31st,  a class  of  nine  was  gradu- 
ated— Gladys  Evelyn  Songer,  Anna  Elizabeth  Fagley,  Alice  Adelia 
Leslie,  Genevieve  Audry  Cain,  Emma  Irene  Johnson,  Mary  Annetta 
Miller,  Mabel  Alverda  Youngberg,  Blanche  Irene  Pratt,  Mildred  Anna 
Erickson. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  First 
Methodist  Church  for  the  use  of  Founders  Hall  for  the  exercises  and 
the  parlors  for  the  reception  which  followed.  The  class  and  their  guests 
were  indeed  fortunate  in  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  most  stirring  and 
helpful  address  of  Dean  Thyrsa  Amos,  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh, 
whose  inspiring  personality  will  long  be  remembered  by  all.  Twenty 
members  of  the  Training  School  sang  two  musical  numbers,  accompanied 
by  Miss  Larson  at  the  piano,  which  added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  oc- 
casion. Later  they  served  refreshments  to  the  class  and  their  guests. 
Dr.  Briggs,  who  has  acted  in  the  capacity  of  Training  School  Physician 
the  past  year,  made  a short  address  of  commendation  and  good  wishes 
as  he  presented  the  diplomas.  Mrs.  Muir  presented  the  pins  which  the 
Board  gives  to  each  girl  who  completes  the  course.  We  are  proud  and 
happy  in  the  class  of  “1928”.  Our  best  wishes  go  with  them.  May  they 
prove  themselves  an  honor  to  the  profession  they  have  chosen  and  a 
blessing  to  those  they  serve1  We  have  a school  of  thirty-four  members 
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with  new  members  being  added  for  the  fall,  when  regular  class  work 
is  again  taken  up. 

Miss  Beamish  resigned  as  Superintendent  of  Maternity  September 
21st,  1927,  to  take  up  post  graduate  work.  Airs.  Lenore  Spencer  filled 
the  position  until  April  15th,  when  Miss  Gladys  Songer  filled  the 
vacancy  made  by  the  resignation  of  Airs.  Spencer. 

Aliss  Anna  Webley,  assistant  Superintendent,  resigned  September 
21st,  1927,  and  Aliss  Alary  Jane  Watts  was  employed  to  take  up  this 
work  January  1st,  1928.  She  is  proving  a most  helpful  addition  to  the 
work,  ready  to  serve  wherever  a need  is  felt. 

Dr.  George  Condit  took  charge  of  the  X-Ray  work  August  1st, 
1927,  with  Aliss  Hodges  as  his  assistant.  This  department  is  doing  very 
efficient  work.  We  have  co-operated  with  the  Crippled  Children’s  Com- 
mittee throughout  the  year.  Four  clinics  are  held  every  twelve  months 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Alany  repairs  have  been  made.  All  the  walls  in  the  main  building 
have  been  either  washed  or  painted  or  both.  The  ward  furniture  has 
all  received  a new  dress  of  white  paint.  A new  floor  covering  was  laid 
in  the  diet  kitchens  of  the  East  Wing  and  new  curtains,  towels,  dresser 
covers,  and  bed  linen  placed  in  all  private  rooms.  An  electric  cabinet 
and  shower  bath  has  been  installed  in  the  West  wing  through  the 
generosity  of  a friend,  the  old  equipment  being  used  in  an  extra  bath- 
room in  the  \\  eatherby  Home — a long  felt  need  being*  supplied  thereby. 
A new  burner  was  installed  in  the  Laundry,  which  has  increased  the 
efficiency  to  a marked  degree.  A bread  cutter,  also  an  electric  toaster 
of  large  capacity,  were  purchased,  new  lights  placed  in  the  office,  re- 
ception and  anesthetic  rooms.  New  electric  pumps  were  installed  in  the 
Alaternity  building  and  Weatherby  Home  and  old  ones  were  overhauled 
and  placed  in  the  contagious  cottage  and  main  building  to  take  care  of 
high  water  conditions  as  they  arise.  New  casters  have  been  placed  on  all 
the  beds.  A check  protecting  machine  was  purchased  for  the  office. 
A film  perforator  for  the  X-Ray  Department.  New  basins  were  placed 
in  the  sterilizer  of  the  operating  room.  Alembership  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  was  secured.  The  Nurses’  dining  room  has  been  re- 
decorated and  curtains  and  draperies  hung.  Also  new  dishes  were  pur- 
chased for  the  dining  room.  Parking  space  has  been  greatly,  enlarged 
below  Alaternity  and  improvement  to  the  lot  below  is  under  way.  A 
Tennis  Court  is  planned  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  family. 

The  citizens  of  Warren  have  again  shown  their  interest  in  the 
Hospital  by  their  generous  response  on  Donation  Day  and  again  by  their 
presence  on  National  Hospital  Day,  when  a goodly  number  visited  the 
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Hospital.  We  were  honored  by  a visit  of  inspection  from  Governor 
John  Fisher.  His  generous  commendations  were  encouraging  as  well 
as  gratifying.  While  we  did  not  receive  our  full  appropriation,  we  have 
given  a greater  number  of  days  care  for  charity  than  we  did  last  year. 
Because  of  our  generous  bequests  and  the  able  management  of  our 
Superintendent,  we  have  met  expenses  without  raising  rates. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  the  changes  made  in  the 
Charter  and  By-Laws  as  an  insert  did  not  choose  to  act  and  were  dis- 
missed. No  further  action  has  been  taken  up  to  this  time. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  wish  to  thank  all  physicians  and  surgeons, 
Superintendent  and  supervisors,  nurses  and  employes  who  have  by  their 
faithful,  efficient  and  self-sacrificing  service  made  possible  everything 
worth  while  that  may  have  been  accomplished  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  throughout  the  past  year. 

Personally  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of 
the  Board,  whose  patience  and  helpful  support  have  made  possible  any 
small  service  I may  have  been  able  to  bring  to  the  work.  May  a loving 
Providence  rule  and  over-rule,  that  all  honor  may  be  to  our  Heavenly 
Father.

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Secretary’s  Report 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Warren  General  Hospital  held  June 
28th,  1927,  action  was  taken  whereby  the  Managing  Board  and  the 
Investment  Committee  of  the  Board  of  the  Hospital  were  merged  into 
one  body,  forming  a “Board  of  Directors”  composed  of  twenty-one 
members.  The  new  plan,  among  other  advantages,  enables  the  entire 
Board  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  investments  of  the  Hospital,  and 
also  everyone  is  more  closely  informed  with  regard  to  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  institution. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  held  twelve  regular  meetings  and  one 
special  meeting.  At  each  regular  meeting,  reports  were  given  by  the 
Superintendent,  Treasurer  and  by  the  chairman  of  each  standing  com- 
mittee. 

The  annual  “Donation  Day”  was  observed  November  19th.  Large 
quantities  of  jellies,  canned  fruits,  pickles,  fresh  vegetables,  etc.,  were 
gratefully  received  from  the  people  of  Warren  and  throughout  the 
County.  The  success  of  Donation  Day  was  made  possible  by  the  help 
of  the  Boy  Scouts,  who  so  capably  collected  the  gifts,  and  by  the  mer- 
chants, manufacturing  plants  and  individuals  who  so  kindly  loaned  the 
use  of  trucks  and  cars  for  the  day. 

In  making  a comparison  of  this  year’s  reports  with  those>of  last 
year,  we  note  that  we  have  had  fewer  ward  patients  but  an  increased 
number  of  private  room  patients.  However  the  days’  care  has  increased 
for  both  departments.  Our  birth  record  shows  an  increase  of  sixty  over 
that  of  last  year. 

During  the  year  just  past,  the  Hospital  has  cared  for  a large  number 
of  charity  patients.  The  physicians  have  cheerfully  given  their  time 
and  services  to  these  cases. 

Particular  mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  valuable  suggestions 
and  helpful  advice  which  they  have  given  w'hen  needed  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  Hospital,  for  which  those  in  charge  are  grateful.  The  fol- 
lowing have  acted  as  Service  Doctors  during  the  year.

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Training-  School  Report 

June,  1927,  to  June,  1928 

In  any  field  of  activity,  nothing  is  more  wholesome,  or  sometimes 
more  disconcerting,  than  to  look  beneath  the  surface  and  to  inquire 
whether  the  results  are  such  as  might  be  desired.  Such  would  be  com- 
paratively easy  if  the  story  of  our  efforts  could  be  adequately  told  in 
terms  of  improvements,  performances,  achievements  statistically  ex- 
pressed. But  much  of  our  performance  and  achievement  can  only  be 
measured  in  terms  of  intellectual  processes,  education,  or  in  terms  of 
the  patients’  attitude,  which  has  been  cultivated  during  the  process  of 
human  suffering  and  physical  restoration.  The  nurses’  training  school 
includes  the  number  in  attendance,  the  intellectual  growth  of  every 
individual  nurse  and  the  practical  application  which  she  makes  of  the 
theoretical  instruction  received. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  made  a careful  study  of  conditions 
and  an  analysis  of  factors  that  might  improve  and  advance  the  effective- 
ness of  our  work.  Your  Superintendent  is  highly  delighted  with  the 
attention  that  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the  immediate  needs  of 
the  Training  School.  We  have  sought  to  improve  both  instruction  and 
instructional  facilities,  knowing  that  the  efficiency  of  hospital  service 
depends  upon  the  adequacy  of  the  staff.  We  have  increased  both  the 
staff  and  staff  supervision. 

The  advancements  and  improvements  as  suggested  above  may  be 
briefly  summarized  as  follows : a dietetic  laboratory  has  been  equipped 
in  the  special  diet  kitchen.  This  has  a double  advantage  to  the  students 
by  affording  immediate  practical  instruction  and  saving  time  through 
eliminating  the  necessity  for  using  the  High  School  laboratory.  Second, 
a graduate  nurse  has  been  added  to  the  night  staff.  This  renders  it 
possible  for  the  night  nurses  to  have  a well  earned  one  and  one-half 
hours  off  duty  during  the  night  and  consequently  improving  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  service  and  the  general  health  of  the  nurses.  Third,  a 
night  cook  has  been  provided,  which  relieves  the  students  from  the  irk- 
some task  of  preparing  the  midnight  meal.  The  nurses’  dining  room  has 
been  completely  renovated,  providing  a more  cheerful,  homelike  atmos- 
phere. Fourth,  full  time  floor  supervisors  have  been  secured,  thus  af- 
fording the  students  constant  guidance  in  their  practical  training.  We 
feel  that  this  is  a great  asset  to  the  training  offered. 

We  are  most  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  student  body 
has  been  splendid  throughout  the  year.  There  has  been  comparatively 
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little  illness,  approximately  one  hundred  eighty  days  lost,  an  average 
of  but  six  days  per  student. 

We  desire  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  all  who  have  so 
graciously  and  willingly  contributed  in  making  this  year  a success.  We 
wish  the  Board  of  Directors  to  know  how  deeply  we  appreciate  their 
interest  and  thoughtfulness  in  providing  improvements,  in  departmental 
arrangements  and  in  furnishing  equipment. 

Not  words,  but  years  and  cultural  development  alone  can  praise 
the  excellent  services  and  character-moulding  instruction  so  graciously 
given  by  Airs.  Jane  Muir  and  Airs.  May  Gwin  Eaton.  Instruction  in 
music  and  religion  as  given  by  Airs.  Aluir  and  Airs.  Eaton  develops  the 
cultural  side  of  the  nurses’  life  that  is  often  so  sadly  neglected,  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  individual  and  society. 

The  physicians  have  been  especially  generous  with  their  excellent 
services  and  splendid  help,  both  in  the  class  room  and  in  the  wards. 
We  appreciate  their  efforts  and  the  value  of  their  services  to  the  Train- 
ing School. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Air.  Alerle  H.  Deardorff  and  Dr.  Petrie 
for  their  splendid  courses  of  lectures,  and  to  Dr.  Briggs  and  Dr.  Robert- 
son for  the  interest  shown  during  the  illness  of  the  pupil  nurses.

Gifts  and  Bequests  for  the 
Warren  General  Hospital 

Incorporated  March  25,  1898 


All  checks  or  property  gifts  for  this  institution 
should  be  sent  direct  to  the  hospital  or  they  may  be 
received  by  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  donor  should  state  distinctly  whether  he 
wishes  his  gift  to  be  used  for  present  indebetedness, 
or  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  Endowment  Fund 
of  the  hospital  for  the  endowment  of  a bed  or  for 
some  other  special  department  of  the  hospital. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  bequests  be  made  out 
in  the  corporate  name  of  “The  Warren  General 
Hospital,  of  Warren,  Warren  County,  Pennsylvania,” 
and  it  should  be  distinctly  stated  if  if  is  desired  that 
they  should  be  devoted  to  any  particular  department 
or  added  to  any  particular  fund  of  the  hospital. 

If  no  special  object  is  mentioned,  the  Directors  will 
assume  that  the  donor  intends  his  gift  to  be  expended 
for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  in  such  manner  as  the 
Directors  deem  most  necessary  and  advisable.
